When the late E. H . H a r r i m a n , whose 
keen foresight had made him the wiz­ 
ard of the railroad world, declared t h a t 
Southern California was destined to be- 
'groum 
of 
th 


San Bernardino mountains—elscwise he 
would 
h a v e 
made 
his prophecy 
even 
more emphatic; for travelers who have 
circled the globe say t h a t , in m a n y re­ 
spects, 
t h e r e 
are 
no mountains 
com­ 
parable to these, our own. 


At first 
sight of this range one is 
impressed b y its unusual sky line. 
F o r 
twenty-five miles eastward from 
Cajon 
P a s s it shows no high p e a k s and 
no 
passes, b u t 
rather 
a monotonous 
and 
gradually 
ascending profile 
which, 
at 
last and 
suddenly, leaps 
up and 
cul­ 
m i n a t e s in 
M t s . S a n Bernardino 
a n d 
San 
Oorgonia 
(Grcyback, 
the 
latter 
the highest peak in Southern 
Califor­ 
nia, with 
an altitude 
of 11,485.) 
To 
the initiated, however, this monotonous 
sky line denotes a region elevated 
yet 
accessible 
and 
one 
which 
numbers | 
among its attractions 
m a n y 
charming 
valleys and camping grounds. 


The 
Sierra 
Madre 
range, 
which 
is 
captained 
by 
Mt. 
San 
Antonio 
(Old 
Baldy) 
has 
practically 
no 
lakes 
of 
reservoir sites—a fact which proclaims 
its 
ruggedness. 
The 
San 
Bernardino 
range, on the other hand, has half 
a 
dozen valleys can be or have been con­ 
verted into lakes by damming—a 
cir­ 
cumstance which shows the more peace­ 
ful mood in which N a t u r e formed it. 


As early as 1852 a road 
was 
built 
into this park-like region, b u t its prim­ 
ary purpose w a s simply to bring down 
the lumber which its forests of 
cedar 
and pine would yield. 
Tf a log could 
be chained behind the wagon to serve 
as a drag and b r a k e when coming down 
•with its 
load 
there 
w a s 
no need 
of 
easy grades,

Today a system of roads is being con­ 
structed which is to be an end in it 
self;

hundred 
miles through 
an 
enchanting 
region 
and 
one 
which 
m a y 
be 
made 
in a long summer day by motorists liv 
ing even as far away as Los Angeles 
There is neither need nor incentive, 
however, 
to- hurry 
through 
or 
away 
from 
this 
mountain 
paradiso, 
for 
a 
dozen resorts are prepared to house and 
food the visitor. 
And then, too, Uncle 
Sam says one may camp where he likes 
—provided ho docs 
not 
polute 
the 
streams and is careful with his 
camp 
fire. 
Indeed, the government will even 
lease him, for $15 a year, a good, big 
lot on which ho may erect a permanent 
lodgn-in-t he-forest. 


Until 
recently 
no 
efTort 
hud 
been 
made to render these mountain 
valleys 
accessible by auto, 
lit fact 
it is only 
a fow years since the embargo on motor 
vehicles was lifted and they were per­ 
mitted to compoto with the horse and 
the 
mule in climbing 
the 
primitive 
highways. 
The region was regarded 
naturally 
and 
perhaps 
properly—as 
fish 
and 
game and 
camping 
preserve 
belonging to the residents and 
tnxpay 
ers in the towns and settlements at tho 
base of tho r a n g e ; and even yet there 
are lingering regrets t h a t 
these 
prim 
evnl wilds huvo been thrown open 
to

The eastern portion of the San Ber­ 
nardino 
mountains 
is 
remarkable 
for

topography. 
Three 
great 
parallel 
depressions—canyons 
or 
valleys—with 
their outside walls and their partition­ 
ing mountain ranges, are the chief 
fea­ 
tures. 
Tho slope and druinuge of 
nil 
are from cast to west aud the 
waters 
of all unite either before or soon after 
emerging 
from 
tho 
mountains. 
Mill 
Creek, tho moat southerly, drains 
the 
south slope of Mts. Qorgouio aud San 
Bernardino, 
and 
is 
a 
wide 
canyon, 
picturesque in the extreme and especial* 


Lordsburg Brethren

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ly so in its upper portion, where , on a 
moraine, 
of 
angular -granite 
boulders 
and in the midst of a dense growth of 
oak, pine and cedar is located the For­ 
est Home resort. 


Immediately north of the peak men­ 
tioned is the upper S a n t a Ana, a de­ 
pression which is more t h a n a canyon 
and more than a valley; for its forests 
extend far up on the northern slopes of 
San Gorgonio, t h e mightiest peak 
be­ 
tween 
M t . W h i t n e y 
a n d 
old 
Mexico. 
Countless snow-fed s t r e a m s wend 
their 
way 
down 
through 
these 
evergreen 
woods and join in giving birth to the 
S a n t a 
Ana, 
the 
longest 
and 
largest 
river in Southern California. The trout 
in these streams and the deer in 
the 
adjacent wilds constitute an attraction 
to 
m a n y ; 
b u t 
the 
exhilarating 
drive 
over the winding roads will 
doubtless 
prove the strongest magnet in the years 
which 
arc 
to come. 
The altitude 
of 
the upper S a n t a Ana ranges from 4000 
feet upward—which means a maximum 
season 
of 
agreeable 
summer 
tempera­ 
ture. 
Seven Oaks resort—so christened 
by a Briton because of its resemblance 
to a place of the same name 
in

England, is in the lower central 
por­ 
tion and is easily accessible from 
the 
new road. 


Lying yet to the north is Bear Valley, 
the third great rift of the series. Here, 
at an altitude of nearly 7000 feet,

From its depths come several

Arrowhead 
over a paved 
highway to the foot 
of 
the mountains. 
I n tho westerly 
region 
are 
Little Bear Lake, Pinecrest, 
Sky 
land Heights, Los Angeles Playground, 
Thousand Pines, and S t r a w b e r r y 
F l a t - 
each with its own peculiar allurements 
W i t h a generous hand the county of 
San Bernardino bus, through its board 
of 
supervisors, 
built 
this 
mngnificont 
system of roads iu order to make these 
delightful 
mountain 
heights 
and 
val 
leys—which, in tho main, are 
govern 
mont property—accessible to tho world 
Tho 
stato 
of 
California 
should 
have 
dono this work, for tho peoplo of 
the 
stato will profit and bo entertained 
by 
it. B u t tho work is done—or nearly so 
— a n d 
the supervisors of Sun 
Bernar­ 
dino county, not as owners, but simply 
us resident masters of ceremonies, bid 
tho world welcome. 


N o M o t t e r horn rises from the South­ 
ern California mountains, and Mr. San 
Gorgonio is merely suggestive of Mont 
Blanc; but the average motorist 
seeks 
pleasure drives rather than precipices— 
and ho will find them in the wonderland 
of the San Bernardino mountains.

WALNUT Cm 
IS ESTIMATED 


Twenty-Tive Per Cent Damage From 
"Heat-Wave In Los Angeles County— 
Exceptionally 
Heavy 
Crop 
Will 
Bring Marketable Amount Up to 
. That of Last Tear. 


LOCAL TEACHERS 
WORK PETITIONS 


Sufficient Levy of Money for School 
Purpose for Next Tear Is In Danger, 
They Declare, Owing to Vicious Leg­ 
islation—Must Refer Law to People 
—Only Forty-Eight Hours Remain. 


The California Cultivator aaya that 
darkly pessimistic views of the heat 
wave which prevailed a few days after 
its greatest intensity—Sunday, 
June 
17th—have given way to a more hope­ 
ful feeling. The lemon grower who at 
first estimated his loss to be at least 80 
per cent of the fruit on the tree now 
estimates that a much higher percent­ 
age will be marketable. Some lemons 
of nearly picking size were actually 
cooked 
and the tissue 
immediately 
broken down. 
Others had when cut 
much the same appearance as frosted 
lemons. Valencies were softened so that! 
picking ceased for several days. They 
are now returning to normal condition 
and shipping is resumed. Walnuts suf­ 
fered greatly, a large number most ex­ 
posed to the afternoon heat being burn­ 
ed so that they dropped from the trees. 
The more protected nuts, however, are 
ye*, apparently all right, and it is esti­ 
mated that at least 75 per cent of the 
crop will be marketed. 


An interview with walnut, lemon and 
orange growers through the San Gabriel 
valley, San Dimas, Pomona, and Ontario 
sections, and later in Riverside, Corona, 
and Orange 
county sections; shows 
what diverse opinions, almost everyone 
saying it is yet too early to x determine 
actual loss. 


But with the loss there are some 
compensations. For instance, one very 
large orchard company reports that the 
heat has wiped out practically all black 
scale from its tree*. 


The lemon injury is far less serious 
than would appear at first thought 
Nine-tenths of the lemon crop for .the 
season has been harvested. 
Of that 
remaining on the tree, the later fall 
picking, which annually commands good 
prices, will yet be marketed. 
It was 
feared at first that these under half 
sized lemons would drop from the tree, 
but the drop has proved much less ser 
ious than at first anticipated, and, un 
like the "full-grown lemon, the young 
fruit seems to show less breaking down 
of the tissue and.less injury. 


Navel oranges in orchards on very 
light, Bandy • soils, and which possibly 
were suffering for moisture, have shown 
very, severe dropping. Others, especially 
where well irrigated shortly before the 
neat, are yet carrying the greater pro 
portion of their crop. Young fruit of 
Yalencias, that is the crop for next 
year, shows much less effect of heat 
than does the navel. 


As to the walnut crop, very thorough 
canvass of the situation has been made 
by the California Walnut Growers' As 
sociation, and the following notice is 
being sent to the trade: 


'' Southern California has experienced 
the hottest- spell of weather reported in 
40 o3d years." During the period from 
June 14 to 17, inclusive, temperatures 
Tanged from l i t to 123 degrees ia tho 
shade in the principal walnut producing 
districts. 
This freakish spell caught 
the walnuts at a very tender stago be 
iore^ the shells had hardened and sim 
ply cooked a large percentage of them 
We have just completed a vory thor 
ough investigation of the damage with 
tho following results: Santa Barbara 
county, 5 per cent damage; Ventura 
county 20, Los Angeles county 25, Or 
an go county 35. 


"As the largest productions are in 
Orange and Los Angeles counties, tho 
average damage for the entire crop is 
close to 25 per cent, but as wo had a 
prospect for the greatest production on 
record we will still apparently ship 
about as many walnuts as were market 
ed last year. 


"We are aware that many reports 
havo been circulated to the effect that 
the walnut crop was much more serious 
ly damaged than is indicated by our 
estimate. However, wo believe that the 
higher estimates of damago are not 
based on any systematic investigation 
We foel confident, therefore, that our 
prediction of the damage will prove suf 
ficiently high and that it is as accurate 
as it is possible to obtain. 


"Apparently all of the nuts that are 
batlly burned will "prematurely drop 
from the trees. There ere perhaps from 
seven to ten per cent of the nuts which 
show no outward appearance of damage 
but still are BO badly cooked that th 
kernels have turned black and are dry 
ing up . These will probably also pre 
maturely drop, but if they do not, as 
the kernels will bo badly shrivelled and 
light weight, they will be removed from 
the merchantable walnuts by our suc­ 
tion machines. Thus at this time we see 
no reason why the quality of Diamond 
Brand walnuts should not be at least 
equal to the 1916 deliveries." 


Strawberries and other small fruits 
suffered from injury to ripening fruit, 
but young fruit is now coming on and 
the market is abundantly supplied. Po­ 
tatoes and beans lacking in moisture at 
the root suffered, but the great bulk of 
the crop is in fine condition. 


If you see Dr. B. S. Gowen of W. T. 
Sterling approaching with a referendum 
petition, sign your name quickly and 
save his time, because he has only for­ 
ty-eight hours in which to get his quota 
of names to begin proceedings against 
n peculiarly vicious piece of state legis­ 
lation just discovered. 


Ordinarily, it is a good scheme to 
argue long and persistently concerning 
rcferendums if you have the time, but 
Dr. Gowen says, and his statement is 
concurred to by all educators of the 
state, that if this bit of legislation is 
not referred to the people for amend­ 
ment, it will seriously affect the proper 
operation of every school district in 
the state. 


Briefly, the original legislation was 
a blunder on the part of the author of 
it, and a completo piece of oversight 
on the part of the overworked legislat­ 
ors who ground out hundreds of bills 
at the last session. It is only one of 
the many blundersomc bills that the 
the result of the grand orgy of bill- 
passing indulged in as a biennial pas­ 
time by the state solons. 


The bill was aimed at political sub-, 
divisions, making it hard to put too 
heavy a burden of taxation on such 
districts, and is was not thought at the 
time that political subdivisions includ 
ed school districts. But the courts say 
that all school districts are political 
subdivisions. 


The bill works just tho opposite of 
what all educators and school- boards 
would desire. In the case of a par 
ticularly careful school district, that 
saves money to carry over into another 
year, the percentage allowed is too 
small to make for a just and fair op 
eration of tho district. The school dis 
trict of Montebello is a fair sample, 
where several years of economy has 
made it possible to carry over a consid 
erable amount of funds. Tho new law 
only allows the school to get a percent­ 
age on the amount of money it levies 
in the previous year. Where schools 
carry over money, it naturally cuts 
down the amount necessary to levy for 
that year, and tho following year the 
trustees are confronted by the fact 
that they must accept the small levy; as 
a basis.' This is ideality a penalty-on 
careful administration. 


The school trustees will have poti 
tions in circulation todoy. The opinion

His parents 
live in Big Creek, Tenn. Blezins had 
worked in Covina groves, and was 
known to many young men here. 


Writing on an Egg- 
Hand a friend a hard boiled egg 
with the request that it be minutely 
examined. After he has satisfied him­ 
self that the egg is of the ordinary 
kind you tell him to break off the shell, 
and, much to his astonishment, he will 
discover his name plainly written on 
the white of the egg. 


There' is a previous preparation, but 
it is very simple. Dissolve one ounce 
of alum in a half pint of vinegar.

If tho 
roots of the delicate maidenhair fern 
havo not sufficient room they will 
break the pot In which the plant 
grows. Blades of grass will force tho 
curbstones between which they spring 
up out of their place, and In a single 
nlgnT a crop of small mushrooms has 
been known to lift a large stone. In­ 
deed, plants are on record as having 
broken the hardest rocks. The island 
of Aldabra, to tho northwest of Moda- 
gascar, is becoming smaller through 
the action of the mangroves that grow 
along the foot of the cliffs. They eat 
their way into tho rock in all direc­ 
tions, and into the gaps thus formed 
the waves force their way. 
In time 
they will probably reduce the island 
to pieces.—Scientific American. 


Jarrod tht Rainbow. 


It ia usually supposed that the down­ 
pour of rain that sometimes follows a 
flash of lightning Is due to the toales- 
cence of fine drops on losing their elec­ 
trical charge, blit n Finnish observer 
concludes that tho thunder Jars the 
drops together. 
Near Vasa a heavy 
thunderstorm came up from tho east 
Into one afternoon, und, as the sun was 
unclouded, a brilliant double rainbow 
appeared in the east for half an hour, 
arching from horizon to horizon. 
At 
o»iih roll of thunder the rainbows 8«em- 
ed to be much shaken, tho wedge being 
displaced and the colors blurred. This 
could not be duo to tho lightning, and 
It seemed that the same cause might 
enlarge the raindrops and disturb the 
rainbow.

PEDDLE SOME OPTIMISM.

tioriH in the valley are H o m e w h a t reluct­ 
ant to making 
HtiitementH about the 
condition of t h e Washington navel crop 
for next year, but they all Heern to be 
convinced that the hot. weather experi­ 
enced recently hun cut down the crop 
more than one-half. 


Two ranchera in the valley who nre 
also bunk directors, made a survey of 
several orchards this week, and their 
report is even more pessimistic, to the 
effect that the navel crop will be about 
twenty-five per cent, of normal. 


individual ranchers all over the val­ 
ley seem also to be convinced that the 
navel crop will be extremely light this 
coming year. 
The Valencias do not 
seem to be hurt badly, if they are hurt 
at all. 


But, in spite of this almost universal 
report of serious damage, it must be 
held before the mind that these visita­ 
tions 
c o m e 
very often to the citrus 
industry, and that 
t h e y 
n e v e r turn out 
to be anywhere near as bad as are the 
first reports. There is only one excep­ 
tion to t h i s statement, and that is in 
relation to t h e freeze in 1013, when the 
entire c r o p was wiped out. 


We must, wait a month or more, to 
see if the hidden fruit of the. tree will 
sho\y up. We have been through this 
thing many times, and fruit that did 
not exist in June hns invariably shown 
up in astonishing amounts later on. 


Probably there will be a light naval 
crop next year w Just how light it will 
bo nobody knows*at this time. In the 
meantime it will be good for the peace 
of mind, and for business locally, to 
forget the situation until we can get 
some renl information. We can't bring 
back the fruit that is dropped, and the 
plain facts are that wo do not know 
yot to just what extent the navel crop 
has been injured. 
Let's wait, and in 
the meantime, peddle optimism.

William Cook, a vegetable pedler of 
this valley, was bound over for trial 
before the superior court on two serious 
charges at a preliminary examination 
i n Justice of the Peace 
Stafford's 
court Tuesday morning. He was charg­ 
ed with an nssinlt to commit rape on 
the person of Sadie 
Keefer, 
eleven 
years old,.the alleged act having taken 
place on Thursday, June 21, two miles 
outside of the city of Covina, and also 
•with the alleged actual committing of 
rape on the same' person two weeks 
previous to the alleged act of June 21. 


While the examination carried with 
i t testimony of the most sordid sensa­ 
tionalism, but fe*w people were aware 
that the- case had been called. The 
•rooms of the justice of the peace were 
filled 
with witnesses and relatives of 
the parties participating. 
The people 
of 
California 
were 
represented by 
Deputy District Attorney Glover, and 
the defendent by Attorney W. L. Al­ 
bert of Los Angeles. 


The principal testimony was given 
by Had in Keefer, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Keefer of Covina, who ap­ 
peared in company 
with her father. 
"While her testimony occupied over two 
bours of time, both in examination and 
cross-examination, the substnnee of it 
won to the effect that, on June 12, Wil- 
iam. Cook called at the house of her 
"father and mother, whore she lived, and 
that he offered her a dollar to accom­ 
pany him ,on the vegetable wagon that 
Tiay, and that during 
the day the 
alleged 
nssunlt was committed 
while 
the vegotablo pedler and herself were 
in the bills south of Covina. She stated 
that this was the second time the act 
bad been committed, the first time be­ 
ing at the home of her parents in Co­ 
vina, about two wooks prior to the 
alleged act of June 21. She stated tier 
nge as between 
eleven 
and twelve 
years. 


H. M. Houscr, owner of tho large hill 
ranch south of Covina, was another 
important witness against the man. He 
stated that on tho aftomoon of June 
21, he discovered the man and the little 
girl c.£ a* private thoroughfare on his 
ranch. 
He approached the vegetable 
wagon in his automobile, and asked 
the man what ho was doing on private 
property. 
Tho witness stated the man 
Tepliod ho had come into tho ranch for 
the purposo of feeding his horso and 
resting. 
This was after five 
o'clock 
a t night. 


.Hr. Houscr stated that ho drove his 
nutoinobilo past tho vegetable 
wagon 
nnd up into the hills, returning in a 
few minutes. He testified to witness 
ing nets on the part of the man Hint 
caused him to order Cook 
from the 
place. 
Mr. Houscr then said that he 
•went to Covina and notified the parents 
of the girl. 


Another witness was Constable James 
J . Saunders, who stuted that tho pris 
<>ner, William 
Cook had admitted to 
him his guilt, shortly after being arrest 
«d. In a sorios of questions plied to 
•Cook while in tho justice's office at 
the time of the arrest, Cook said, ae 
cording to the constable, that he had 
twice committed the act successfully 
ugninst the girl. 


Justice Stafford 
held Cook for up 
penrance before, the superior court on 
tho two charges of committing rupo and 
•of attempting to commit rape. He was 
held in $2,500 bonds on both counts, 
nnd was taken to the county jail in 
default of tho bonds.

It is from the interior 
that the vast quantities of medical Sup­ 
plies and comforts certain to be needed 
must come. To prepare them and move 
them forward energetic groups of work­ 
ers ure necessary in all parts of th< 
country. Tho number of those who can 
thus serve the Red Cross, and through 
it our soldiers and sailors, is limited 
only by patriotism and willingness to 
serve. Nothing less than the organized, 
united effort on the part of those of us 
who remain at home will suffice to meet 
the needs of the siuation.

The American National Red Cross is 
t h e only volunteer society in tho United 
Stales which our government has nuth 
•oriaod to render aid to our land and tiu 
vnl forces in time of war. 


The Red Cross operates under a char­ 
ter granted by congress, supplemented 
by presidential proclamation. 
Its pur- 
l*>soa are: 


To furnish, on call by the secretary 
•of war or the secretary of the navy, 
volunteer aid in time of war to flie 
•suck and wounded, anil to add to the 
-comfort of all soldiers and sailors. 


To act in matters of voluntary war 
relief and in accord with the military 
and navul authorities us u medium of 
-communication 
between the American 
jMJopIc and their fighting forces. 


The Red Cross is international in the 
•-sense thai Its duties and functions art* 
recognized by all civilized nations, and 
it had its origin in an international 
conference in Ocuovn. 


The president of the United States is 
president of tho American National Red 
Cross. Representatives of the state do- 
rpartmoat, treasury, tho army and navy, 
:ure included in tho membership of the 
"central committee, which directs the op- 
^rations and management of the Red

Advice from nil sources that can be 
labeled as reliable, leads the fruit men 
of the valley to believe that all lemons 
that were ripe on the tree at the time 
of the recent TinprecedenteiT 'hpt-wave, 
are a total loss. 
Lemons are picked 
from eight to ten times each year, and 
this loss constitutes about one picking. 


Oreen lomons, of the picking size, 
were injured to the extent of about 20 
per cent as an aggregate over the whole 
of the Southern California lemon dis­ 
trict. The largest loss in the lemon in­ 
dustry is from the dropping of the new 
setting of fruit, which is estimated at 
from fifty to sixty per cent loss. 


Tho Valencia orangea will produce a 
normal crop next year, in the opinion 
of ranchers and exports, who say that 
this variety 
came through the heat­ 
wave with littlo damage. Tho Wash­ 
ington navel crop for next year was hit 
harder than either lemons or Valencia 
oranges. -Tho drop of young fruit fol­ 
lowing the heat-wave is estimated to 
be from fifty per cent to seventy-five 
per cent of next year's crop. 
Condi­ 
tions vary very radically in various 
parts of the Son Gabriel valley. The 
loss in money through 
this drop of 
Washington 
navels is estimated at 
about .•fi20,000l00CV in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
Two months from tho present 
timo it is thought that more navels will 
be discovered on the trees than can bo 
seen now, but the ranchers and packing 
house rnanngers are not optimistic that 
the crop will increase appreciably. 


The walnut groves vary very widely 
in damage. Trees eight and nine years 
old show a damage of from forty to 
fifty per cent. 
Young orchards with 
good air circulation beneath the trees 
show only a twenty per cent loss, and 
this is oven smaller in enses of young 
orchards thut had been well -irrigated 
prior to the heat-wave. The old groves, 
whore the foliage waB thick, ami where 
air circulation is poor, show ns high 
as seventy-live per cent loss. 


While the riponed crop of small fruits 
was completely destroyed, the vines re­ 
covered quickly, nnd there has been a 
very lurgo crop gathered continuously 
since the hot weather. 
The loss is 
therefore not of a serious nature. 


The summer potato crop in the San 
Gabriel valley has been more success­ 
ful than even before in the history of 
planting. One of the high spots reached 
was at the Pitzer" ranch in West Co 
vinn, where 20 acres have just, been 
harvested, 
running 210 sacks to tho 
acre, and bringing $2.ti0 net per sack 
Severn! smaller patches hn-vo jyplded 
100 sacks to the acre. On large ncre 
ages tho percentage is about GO sacks 
to the ucre, with a gross return of $2.80 
per sack. This was the result obtained 
on tjio F. P. Harris ranch in West Co­ 
vina. 
North Whittier Heights potato 
growers raised 100 sacks to the' acre 
between young orange trees. 


By far the heaviest acreage of black 
eye and Lady Washington beans the 
valley has ever known has just been 
planted, and the hot weather has been 
Ideal for this crop. W. K. Newton of 
tho Puonte Mercantile Company says 
that the valley's 5000 acres of beans 
will produce better than a normal crop, 
providing nothing happens during the 
coming mouth. 
Nearly all the bean 
crop is contracted for in advance at 
prices in excess of last year. 


St. Augustine Nights.

TO BULLS-EYE 


Frank J. Gard Brings Honor to the 
Valley 
With 
Remarkable 
Target- 
Range Record in Officers' Training 
Camp—Is Former Stanford Athlete 
Participating in Ail-American Events 


Ten consecutive bulls-eye at a dis­ 
tance of 500 yards is the record made 
this week by Frank J. Gard, formerly 
of the Covina contingent of the coast 
artillery, who is now in the officers' 
training camp at 
the 
Presidio, San 
Francisco. 


At 500 yards (as one old-timer ex­ 
pressed it) the target, which is about 
six feet square, looks about the size of 
the face of a kitchen clock, and it is 
an exceptionally keen eye that can lo­ 
cate the little pin-point that at that 
distance represents dead-center. 


Gard has shown more than 
usual 
efficiency in all kinds of shooting with 
the United States service rifle. He is a 
Stanford graduate, and has made more

There is little doubt but that he will 
receive his commission soon. Gard and 
Douglas, the latter of Covina, entered 
the training camp, together.
